SUBJ: OAU 22ND COUNCIL OF MINISTERS (CM) 

1. DURING TOUR D'HORIZON APRIL 25 WITH EMBOFF, OAU ACTING ASST 
SECGEN (POLITICAL) CHIMUKA (PROTECT STRICTLY) STATED FLATLY 
THAT MOST IMPORTANT RESULT OF RECENT KAMPALA 22ND CM WAS 
"DECISIONS ON OAU AID TO GUINEA-BISSAU." HE CONFIRMED EARLIER 
REPORTS ON FINANCIAL AID (L200.000 BY AOU, $500,000 BY 
LIBYA) AND STATED THAT ADDITIONAL PLEDGES WERE MADE BY SOME 
(UNIDENTIFIED) MEMBER STATES. DESPITE FINANCIL PROBLEMS CAUSED 
BY HIGHER OIL PRICES. ON APPOINTMENT OF MILITARY ADVISERS TO 
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(ADDIS 1 104), CHIMUKA DODGED ALL LEADING QUESTIONS, COMMENTING 
ONLY THAT "SUCH DECISIONS" WOULD HAVE TO BE TAKEN NEXT AOU 
SUMMIT. 

2. ON OIL, CHIMUKA CONFIRMED PREVIOUS REPORTS (ADDIS 4093). 

LONRHO CONTRACT CONTROVERSY WAS DISCUSSED AT KAMPALA AND WILL 
PROBABLY BE RAISED AGAIN AT NEXT SUMMIT. CHIMUKA DENIED 
CURRENT RUMORS THAT SECGEN EKANGAKI HAS PACKED HIS EFFECTS AND 
HAS ALREADY RESIGNED, BUT HE LEFT THAT POSSIBILITY OPEN 

FOR NEAR FUTURE. IN ANY EVENT, ACCORDING CHIMUKA, EKANGAKI'S 
PRESTIGE HAS BEEN IRREPARABLY DAMAGED. 

3. IN STRICT CONFIDENCE, CHIMUKA STATED THAT PROPOSAL FOR AOU 
BOYCOTT AGAINST FIRMS DOING BUSINESS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 
(ADDIS 1735) GAINED GROUND AT KAMPALA. ALTHOUGH PERSONALLY 
FEARFUL THAT SUCH BOYCOTT WOULD BE COUNTER PRODUCTIVE, 

CHIMUKA STATED THAT AOU CLOSER TO DECISION ON THIS THAN GENE- 
RALLY BELIEVED. MUCH WILL DEPEND ON EXTENT TO WHICH CHAIRMAN 
GOWON (CURRENTLY CONFERRING WITH ASST SECGEN ONU) WILLING 
TO LEND HIS SUPPORT. 

4. DOCUMENTATION ON 23RD CM WILL BE AVAILABLE WITHIN NEXT 
WEEK OR SO. 

5. ACCORDING CHIMUKA, 23RD ALC NOW SCHEDULED FOR YAOUNDE 
MAY 13-18. AOU STAFF, THEREFORE, WILL BE AVAILABLE MAY 22-24 
FOR DISCUSSIONS ON LOS WITH US TEAM.
